mals muſt flow from phyſical cauſes, and conſe. 


quently phyfical remedies muſt be applied. 


I bere is not an age or nation the hiſtory of which 
has been tranſmitted to us, but we may read an ac- 
Count of this diſtemper, and it is well known, that 
it has proved to be the ruin of many individuals, 
beſides the injury done to the public. 
TDhe Hiſtory of this country furniſhes us with 
many melancholy examples of the dreadful effects
